TELL OF FIGHTING 

LONDON, March 3.—Amongst the 
wounded Canadians now in the 
Queen's Canadian Military Hospital 
at Shorncliffe is Fred. Rodgman, of 
the' 3rd Battalion, Firsit Brigade, who 
came in Monday, with six others 
His home is Dresden street, Toronto, 
and he is recovering from an Operation 
conducted after his, arrival in France.. 
Despite his*, illness and ,tdistractions 
consequent Upon living mostly under 
.ground in , .[[Northern France, Pie. 
Rodgman contrived to keep a diary, 
of the daily events. The diary has 
been kept faithfully since January 
first. It describes long journies on. 
trains and in. troopships, marchings 
from places one does not know the 
name of . the other destinations of 
which one has not the least idea. 

Such is .the record until February- 
18 is reached, when there are details 
of how the 3rd Battalion Toronto 
Regiment moved into the trenches for 
the. first time. . The entry for the 
eighteenth is:— 

"t.eft the base at 3 o'clock at night. 
Did my first sniping from 8:30 to 
9:30." 

The entry for the nineteenth is: 
"Still entrenched: sniped at Germans 
ail day although impossible to see 
them. Arrived home and went to 
bed.” 

The home, it must be understood 
was a barn almost knocked to bits 
by artillery fire. The entry for the 
twentieth is: "The battalion did 

- march and rested afterwards. 

Then went into the trenches. Had

For other days the diary entries 
are records of ordinary work at thf 
base, and then Rodgman comes tc 
tell how he was moved to the hbs- 
pi.tgl and eventually found himself 
under the care of his excellent com¬ 
patriots at Shorn cliffe.

While the losses are greatly re¬ 
gretted, they are the inevitable result 
of war, and the effect is mitigated by

PRUSSIAN GUARDS 

i ‘ -TORONTO, March 3. -The World 
has the following cable from its cor¬ 
respondent in northern France: 

For seven days the Canadians have 
boon lighting against the Prussian 
Guards and the Saxons in the first - 
lino trenches. They have shown ; 
themselves splendid soldiers and the 
losses, contrary to reports, have been 
Surprisingly small. 'Sixty-three xvere 
disabled, owing principally to frost 
bites. In their first engagement the 
men acted like old soldiers, being 
idol under 'heavy fire, xvhile their 
, discipline was good generally. 

The men fought for twenty-four 
hours, and were then relieved for 
that period by British troops. The 
Canadian battalion was separated 
from the enemy by only eighty-five 
. yards, while others were seven hun¬ 
dred yards apart. 

' . Some of tlie trenches were knee 
deep in water, and many of the men 
Suffered from exposure. Other 
benches are quite dry, and the dug- 
outs are snug. 

■£j Until moved up to the front, the 
Canadians in the reserve trenches

OUR SOLDIERS IN HOSPITAL. 

LONDON, March 3.-—Up the broad 
drive to the main door of the great 
white country mansion at Shorncliffe, 
which almost overlooks the Straits 
of Dover, and which now bears the 
name of the Queen’s Canadian Mili¬ 
tary Hospital, there came on Monday 
afternoon a couple of ambulances. 
Out of these' hobbled sev’en of the 
Canadian contingent, rfresh from the 
grim battlefields of Northern 
France. Sooti after their arrival they 
were greeted by others of Canada's 
army, xvho had made the like Jour¬ 
ney back to England between Satur¬ 
day and Sunday. 

All of these are being tended by 
Doctors Stewart, Russell and Wallis, 
with a . aff of about a dozen nurses, 
also from the Dominion. Truly a 
striking colony of distress and succor 
established by Canada in one of the 
fairest corners of England.

LONDON, March' 3.—With the An¬ 
glo-French fleet fifteen miles inside 
of the Dardanelles, and the British 
flags flying over six of the reduced 
Turkish works, the bombardment of 
the. inner forts continues 
bated fury. 

The British and French war fleet 
is now within three miles of the nar¬ 
rowest point of the Strait, and have 
already silenced the strongest of the 
forts defending the waterway. 

Never before in history, in any 
operations by land or by sea, has 
there been a cannonade of such fury 
ns that which wrecked and smashed 
the Turkish forts on the Asiatic and 
European sides of the Dardanelles 
entrance. Turkish works near Helles 
Burnu, Kum Kale, Sedd-El-Bahr, 
Erenkeui and Kale Sultanie, were 
supposed to be almost as impreg¬ 
nable as Gibraltar. In addition to 
the natural and the superimposed 
strength of the fortifications, 
they were defended by guns of enor¬ 
mous calibre. But they proved no 
match against the powerful arrange¬ 
ments of the fleet. 

SCENES OF AWFUL CARNAGE. 

Despatches from Athens state that 
when Anglo-French forces were 
landed to take possession of the si¬ 
lenced Turkish forts, they found a 
scene of such carnage as had seldom 
been witnessed upon a field of bat¬ 
tle. Excavations seventy feet wide 
and thirty feet deep had been torn 
up by the bursting of the shells; 
guns had been shattered, the frag¬ 
ments tearing asunder the bodies of 
. the Turkish artillerymen in the forts. 

Magazines had been exploded, 
sending a storm of exploding shells 
and wreckage through the steel and 
concrete masonry. Parts of human 
bodies and fragments of shattered 
armaments were found a, mile and 
more away from the scene. 

The Queen Elizabeth, of the Brit¬ 
ish navy, and sister ships, carrying 
13 inch guns, have Joined the fleet, 
and the mighty .guns of these super¬ 
dreadnoughts, as powerful as 
strongest of the Krupp mortars, 
thundering against the remaining 
works. 

AEROPLANES DIRECT FIRE.

MAY FIRE THE CAPITAL. 

The Turks have threatened to _ 

the torch to the Turkish capital if 
it bills into the hands of the Allies, 
and there is little doubt this threat 
will be carried out. 

The allied fleet is still far from 
Constantinople, but the present rate 
of progress gives strong indications 
that the fleet will be able to push 
through to the Sea of Marmora and 
thence to the Ottoman capital. 

As rapidly as the ships have ad¬ 
vanced, the channel of the waterway 
has been swept clear of mines. Hun¬ 
dreds of these mines were collected 
and destroyed. 

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 

ON BOMBARDMENT 

The Admiralty announcement says 
that landing parties went ashore from 
the allied fleet. With their assist¬ 
ance three of the four forts at the en¬ 
trance to the Dardanelles were com¬ 
pletely demolished and the fourth was 
badly damaged. 

The Admiralty statement follows: 

•‘The entrance to the Dardanelles 
was guarded by four principal forts, 
namely: Cape Helles battery, Fort 
Keddul Bahr, Fort Orkhanieh Tabia 
and Fort Kum Kalossi Tabia, which 
will be described for convenience as 
* A,’ ‘H,’ ‘C,’ and ‘D.’ These forts 
were armed as follows: ‘A,’ two 9.2 
guns; ‘B,’ six 10.2 gums; ‘C,' two 9-2 
guns; ‘D,’ four 10.2 and two 5.9 guns. 

"The weather having improved, al¬ 
though the wind was still from the 
southwest, the attack on these forts 
was resumed Thursday morning, 
February 25. at ten o’clock. The 
Queen Elizabeth, Agamemnon, Irre¬ 
sistible and Gaulois began by delib¬ 
erately bombarding forts ‘A,’ ‘B,’ ‘C 
and ‘D,’ respectively and at long 
range- 

“Fort ‘A’ replied. One shell at 
11,000 yards hit the Agamemnon, kill¬ 
ing three men and wounding five. The 
Irresistible and Gaulois made excell - 
lent practice on forts ‘C’ and ‘D, 
while the Queen Elizabeth concen¬ 
trated with great accuracy or 
‘A,’ putting both of its guns out of 
action by about 11:30 a.m. 

SHELLING UNDER COVER. 

"The Vengeance and Cornwallis 
then ran in under cover of long-range 
fire and engaged fort ‘A’ at close 
range. The reduction of fort ‘A’ 
completed, while forts ‘C’ and ‘D’ 
ened a very slow and inaccurate fire. 

“The Suffren and Charlemange 
next delivered an attaok on forts ‘C’ 
and ‘D,’ advancing to within twe 
thousand yards of them. It was thei 
seen that they were in no condition t- 
offer an effective resistanre. 

“The Vengeance, Triumph and Al¬ 
bion were then ordered in to com¬ 
plete the reduction of the forts. All 
four were reduced by 5:36 p.m.

ATTEMPT TO BLOW UP 

NEW YORK CATHEDRAL 


Roman Catholic Edifice Has Narrow Escape f^om 
Anarchist Bomb — Gang Aimed at Destroying 
Banks and Assassination of Rich Men. 


NEW YORK, March 3.—A slow, 
noiselessly burning bomb fuse ignited 
anarchist’s cigar in St. Pat¬ 
rick’s Cathedral yesterday morning 
at 7 o’clock mass was pinched out by 
detective lurking there for that pur¬ 
pose. 

’*-the climax of two plots that 

have been moving toward each other 
for this result for four months, timed 
nicely as, the big scene in a well 
rehearsed melodrama 

One plot was hatched by a group 
of “reds” for the purpose of striking 
terror to “capitalistic New York” 
through a series of death-dealing ex¬ 
plosions. 

They dreamed that the destruction 
should not stop until they saw lying 
streets the stones of the Car¬ 
negie, Rockefeller and Vanderbilt 
homes, also those of the great banks, 
that the common people could go 
, help themselves to money and 
bring about a redistribution of 
wealth. 

For their starting point they placed 
bomb in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
which held at that early hour several 
hundred working people at worship. 
The bomb was powerful enough to 
split the Cathedral asunder and britng 
death to all those within. That this 
did not happen was due entirely to 
the counter-plot which has been run¬ 
ning against the “reds,”. carefully car¬ 
ried along ' through every minute of 
the last four months by police de¬ 
tectives. They knew the minute that 
the first bomb was to be lighted. 
That is how one of them happened 
to pinch the fuse out before it had 
burned three seconds. 

DETECTIVES KNEW ALL. 

Within reach of the bomb were 
other detectives. Two of them w-ui-e 
dressed as scrubwomen, and they 
-diligently polishing the Cathed¬ 
ral tiles. Another of them was made 
up in a striking resemblance to John 
D. Crimmins. There was no intention 
impersonate him; the professional 
make-up artist had simply labored to 
depict respectable middle age, with 
Prince Albert coat, spectacles and 
fine gray hair. 

There were other detectives sitting 
in the benches in attitudes of devout 
worshippers. But the greatest part 
in the police plot was played by 
Amedo Pulignano, who for four 
months had been an anarchist in all 
but deeds of violence. He had fore¬ 
gathered with them in secret meet¬ 
ings, he had spoken words of violence,, 
he had finally sworn a cabalistic oath 
over an Italian dagger, and had at 
last been taken into the inner heart 
of the secret conspiracy of destruc¬ 
tion and was made one of three whose 
hands were to carry it out. 

HOW THE POLICE WORKED. 

, The other two were Frank Abamo. 
an expert maker of bombs, and Chas. 
Carbone, an impressionable youth of 
eighteen, whose brain had taken fire 
from the wild words of Carlo Tresca, 
Allegra, Cuneo and Parone. 

It was last November that a new¬ 
comer was admitted to their meet¬ 
ings. He gave the name of Frank 
Baldo; he was really Patrolman Puli¬ 
gnano, a new man in the police de¬ 
partment, whose face was unknown 
to the lawless element of the city. 
Elver since the bomb of last October 


was placed in the cathedral thF,police 
had been trying to trace the perpet¬ 
rators of that outrage. 

They had sent other detectives to 
try to win their way into meetings 
of the Bresci group, but none ’ ’ 

succeeded. A policeman once_ 

past the door, but before the meeting 
started he was pointed out by 
of the members as a “Jewi stool 
eon.” He was thrown out on 
street, and some were for; taking his 
life. 

ITALIAN TACKLES JOB. 

Finally Capt. Lunney, of the homi¬ 
cide bureau at police headquarters, 
picked out Pulignano for the job. He 
was an Italian, tall and rather un¬ 
derfed looking, with large black eyes 
that bulged somewhat, and a shock of 
black hair. “He looks like an 
archist," was the appraisal CapL 
Lunney made of his looks. 

To his wife and friends Amedeo 
Pulignano became a lost personality 
from that time on. He was no 
longer Patrolman Pulignano, of 110 
from that time on. He -was no 
longer Pulignano . He became Frank 
Baldo. He lived alone in a jfurnished 
room there. He went to work early 
in the morning as a sweatshop oper¬ 
ative, and at night, after he was 
admitted to the group of aiiarchists, 
he spent his hours with thjm in " 
basement of the Parma fl&ts. 

When taken to police headquarters 
Arbano was handcuffed w}th Detec¬ 
tive Pulignano, and had not the 
slightest suspicion that his supposed 
companion was a policeman. 

Detective Pulignano angered 
prisoner by intimating that he 
tended to inform on him, with the 
result that Arbano talked freely. He 
declared that this was the, first bomb 
attempt he ever had taken part in. 

“I put the bombs there,” he said, 
"because I was told Archbishop Cor¬ 
rigan and Archbishop Hughes and 
other big men in the church were 
buried there under the floor, where 
I put the bomb, and I hoped the 
plosion would open their tombs and 
show the contempt we felt for them 
and their church.”

PREMIER PRIDE AND 
CANADA’S SUBMARINES 


Denies in Strong Terms the 
Insinuations of Hon. Wm. 
Pugsley. 


VICTORIA, B C, March . 3.—In the 
Legislature last week. Sir Richard 
McBride broke the seal of official si¬ 
lence which, since the 4th of August 
last has been kept from the public, 
the facts relative to his purchase, on 
behalf of the Dominion Government, 
submarines. 

fas moved to this action by 
certain statements which were made 
in . the House of Commons a few 
days ago by the Hon. Wm. Pugsley, 
who had suggested that the whole 
transaction was one which had been 
engineered by Sir Richard with the 
idea of securing for some of hie 
friends a commission, and to un¬ 
load upon the Naval Department twe 
vessels which were practically value- 

Sir. Richard, rising to a question 
of privilege, demonstrated that not 
single cent of commission had bee 
paid to anyone, that the two vessels 
were of the highest and most modern 
type, that they had before purchase 
been inspected by a representative of 
the Admiralty, and that they were 
immediately placed in effective ser- 

He also made it clear that had 
these craft not been secured there 
was a certainty that both Vancouver 
and Victoria would have been sub¬ 
jected to a bombardment by German 
warships, which were in the vicinity 
these ports. The price was set 
by the vendors at 31,150,000. 
DETECTIVES ON TRACK. 

A cheque for this amount, payable 
to himself, was issued, and this was 
at once handed by him to Lieut. 
Pilcher, who in turn gave it to the 
vendors when the transaction had 
been completed on the high seas. 
There was not, so far as he knew, 
one single cent paid for brokerage- 
commission, or for any service to 
any persons.

Mr. Pugsley had said that the Gov¬ 
ernment was Indisposed to buy, and 
that he (Sir Richard) had forced its 
hand. Mr. Borden was advised of 
every step of the negotiations. 

Mr. Pugsley, in concluding his 
speech, had said that he did not for 
a moment suggest that Sir Richard 
himself would take the money, but 
he had his friends. Here, said the 
Premier, was a contemptible sug¬ 
gestion. By insinuation, the honor¬ 
able member would convey the im¬ 
pression that the Premier of British 
Columbia was a blackguard, that the 
ships were not purchased to protect 
coast;in a great emergency, but 
to- secure a quarter of a million dol- 
lstfs for the.
